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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1-3 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or fairly suggest an 
induction heating apparatus for sealing containers, the apparatus comprises a 
concentrator having multiple inside walls formed from the concentrator's base between 
a central core extending from the base and the concentrator's outside walls, wherein the 
multiple inside walls are also formed between two of the adjacent coil devices of a coil 
assembly attached to the concentrator between the central core and the outside walls 
and a bobbin with insulated electrical conductor wound around the central tube of the 
bobbin.
